FIVE-YEAR LEASE
DEPARTMENT OF MENTAL HEALTH

2620 SOUTH CALIFORNIA AVENUE, MONROVIA
(FIFTH DISTRICT) (3 VOTES)

IT IS RECOMMENDATED THAT YOUR BOARD:

1. Approve and instruct the Chairman to sign the attached five-year Lease with
Dootson Property Management, L. P., (Landlord) for the Department of Mental
Health (OM H) to occupy 4,500 rentable square feet of office space at
2620 South California Avenue, Monrovia, at a maximum initial annual rental cost of
$136,492. The rental and related costs are to be funded under the Mental Health
Services Act (MHSA) and matching Medi-Cal funds.

2. Authorize the Director of the Internal Services Department (iSO) and DMH to
acquire furniture at a cost not to exceed $112,500.

3. Authorize the Director of the iSO and DMH to acquire telephone, data, and low
voltage systems at a cost not to exceed $126,000. The telephone, data, and low
voltage costs shall be funded via ISO's telephone and utilties budget.

4. Consider the attached Negative Declaration together with the fact that no comments
were received during the public review process, find that the project wil not have a
significant effect on the environment, find that the Negative Declaration reflects the
independent judgment of the County to approve the Negative Declaration, find that
the project will have no adverse effect on wildlife resources, and authorize the CAG
to complete and file a Certificate of Fee Exemption for the project.

'To Enrich Lives Through Effective And Caring Service"
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5. Approve the project and authorize the CAO, DMH and ISO to implement the
project. The Lease will be effective upon approval by your Board, but the term and
rent wil commence upon completion of the Tenant Improvement (TI) by the Landlord
and acceptance thereof by the County.

PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

DMH recently secured funds under the State Proposition 63 (MHSA). As a condition of
funding, DMH is mandated to formulate a plan for the expeditious implementation of
various mental health services across the County.

The lease proposed herein wil provide DMH with a satellite facilty for the Adult
Systems of Care (ASOC)-Full Service Partnership program to augment the existing
Mental Health facility at 330 East Live Oak Avenue, Arcadia, located within three miles
of the proposed facility. By allowing for the creation of the satellte office as proposed,
DMH wil be able to provide enhanced services in a more effective manner to its target
population.

The offce wil have some public intake by appointment and is in close proximity to
public transportation routes. The proposed office wil house 17 employees with parking
adjacent to the facility.

The ASOC-Full Service Partnership programs are an outpatient direct service with an
emphasis on supportive and recovery-based services that assist adult clients with a
serious mental illness to live independently and become employed and live more
enriching lives. These programs provide the most intense form of outpatient mental
health service available to clients with mental ilness who have extensive histories of
homelessness, incarcerations and psychiatric hospitalizations. The proposed satellite
location for ASOC supports the County's goal to enhance consumer-citizens quality of
life and improve overall community safety and well-being by encouraging appropriate
community functioning as well as reducing disruptive and isolating incidents within the
community.

As existing Mental Health facilities are currently operating at full capacity and new staff
cannot be accommodated at existing locations without a compromise of mental health
services, it has been determined that the CAO would obtain ancilary locations as close
as possible to existing operations in order to facilitate the new MHSA-funded and
mandated services.
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IMPLEMENTATION OF STRATEGIC PLAN GOALS

The Countywide Strategic Plan directs that we provide service excellence (Goal 1) and
assist families well-being (Goal 5). In this case, we are providing an innovative,

supportive mental health program designed to enhance client recovery potentially
reducing costly re-hospitalization while aiding clients to return to the work force as
contributing members of the community. Compliance with the County's Strategic Asset
Management Principles is outlined in Attachment A.

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

The maximum initial annual rental cost wil be $136,492, if all of the reimbursable TI
funds are used.

*$175,000 represents the maximum amount of reimbursable TI funds available for this project. If this entire amount is
expended and amortized over 36 months at the proposed rate of eight and one-half percent, the annual TI
reimbursement amount wil be $66,292, which equates to approximately $14.73 per square foot per year.

**Maximum annual rent is the sum of annual base rent and annual TI reimbursement.

Sufficient funding for the proposed lease cost is included in the 2006-07 Rent Expense
Budget and wil be billed back to DMH. DMH has allocated sufficient funds in its
2006-07 operating budget to cover the projected lease costs. The costs associated with
the proposed lease wil be fully funded using MHSA and Medi-Cal funds.

Based upon a survey of similar properties within the specified area, staff has
determined that the rental range including parking for a modified gross service lease is
between $15.00 and $21.00 per square foot per year. Thus, the proposed base annual
rental rate of $15.60 per square foot is within the rental range for the area.
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FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

The proposed five-year lease agreement comprises 4,500 square feet of office space,
along with 13 parking spaces. The proposed lease contains the following provisions:

. The term commences upon completion of the TI by the landlord, and acceptance
thereof by the County. Five years thereafter, the term expires.

. This is a modified gross service lease whereby the Landlord is responsible for

property taxes and insurance along with the maintenance of the structural elements
of the building as well as the HV AC and sprinkler systems, while the County is
responsible for utilty charges and janitorial services.

. A base TI allowance in the amount of $25,000 is included in the rent.

. A reimbursable TI allowance totaling $175,000 is included in the proposed leased

and it is payable after substantial completion of the TI work, via monthly amortization
payments at an amortization rate of eight and one-half percent over the initial 36
months of the term of the lease.

. There is a cancellation provision allowing the County to cancel anytime after the

4thyear upon two months advance notice to the Landlord.

. The rent includes parking for 13 vehicles. Bus routes are available in walking

distance to the proposed facility giving staff and clients convenient public
transportation options.

. There is a Consumer Price Index (CPI) annual rental adjustment provision whereby
the rent wil be adjusted based on changes in the CPI with a minimum annual

adjustment of two percent and a maximum annual adjustment of six percent.

CAO Real Estate staff surveyed the cities of Arcadia and Monrovia, based on the
search area parameters provided by DMH, to determine the availabilty of comparable
and more economical sites. Staff was unable to identify any sites in the surveyed areas
that could accommodate this requirement more economically. Attachment B shows all
County-owned and leased facilities within the search areas for these programs. There
are no County-owned or leased facilties available for this program.

The City of Monrovia has been formally advised of the proposed lease pursuant to
Government Code 25351 and 65402 Notification Letters that were forwarded to the City
on April 14, 2006. This office received a written response from the City indicating the
proposed lease is acceptable and consistent with its General Plan.
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The Department of Public Works has completed a seismic inspection of the facility and
found it suitable for the County's occupancy. The subject facility is not suitable to
support an on-site child care facilty. Construction of the tenant improvements will be

completed in compliance with current Americans with Disabilties Act (ADA) accessibility
regulations and building codes. In addition, the landlord will ensure ADA path of travel
requirements are also met.

ENVIRONMENTAL DOCUMENTATION

The CAO has made an initial study of environmental factors and has concluded that this
Project will have no significant impact on the environment and no adverse effect on the
wildlife resources. Accordingly, a Negative Declaration has been prepared and a notice
posted at the site as required by the California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA) and
the California Administrative Code, Section 15072. Copies of the completed Study, the
resulting Negative Declaration, and the Notice of Preparation of Negative Declaration as
posted are attached. No comments to the Negative Declaration were received. A fee
must be paid to the State Department of Fish and Game when certain notices are fied
with the Registrar-Recorder/County Clerk. The County is exempt from paying this fee
when your Board finds that a project will have no impact on wildlife resources.

IMPACT ON CURRENT SEI3VICES (QROJECTS)

The proposed Lease will provide the necessary office space for this County
requirement. In accordance with your Board's policy on the housing of any County

offices or activities, DMH concurs with this recommendation.

CONCLUSION

It is requested that the Executive Officer, Board of Supervisors, return two originals of
the executed lease agreement and the adopted, stamped Board letter, and two certified
copies of the Minute Order to the CAO, Real Estate Division at 222 South Hil Street,
4th Floor, Los Angeles, CA 90012 for further processing.

INITIAL STUDY

i. Location and Description of Project

These proposed leased premises are located at 2620 South California Avenue,
Monrovia, located in the Fifth Supervisorial District approximately 17 miles
northeast of the Los Angeles Civic Center and 2 miles south of the 210 freeway.
(See attached map)

The building to be used is owned by Dootson Family Trust and is intended for
use as offce space. Located at the site are 13 exclusive off-street parking
spaces for the County's use and ample public parking located on the surface
streets surrounding the area.

This project consists of leasing this facility for 5 years in which wil be located
the Department of Mental Health Adult Systems of Care Office. It is anticipated
that an average of 10-15 employees wil be occupying the premises with the

maximum employee occupancy anticipated to be 13 per day. In addition to the
employees, it is anticipated that an average of 4-6 members of the public wil be
visiting the facilty, daily, to receive mental health services. No expansion of
existing premises wil occur for this project and no alterations, except for interior
furnishings, wil be performed for this project.

Compatibility with General Plan

This project site is currently designated as light manufacturing use in the City of
Monrovia General Plan and zoned MOM-PlOP. The most recent tenant of the
subject space was a high-density, data processing center. The proposed
project would be consistent with the prior uses.

Environmental Settinq

The project site is located in an area of residential, retail and commercial type
facilities. The site includes approximately 23,866 square feet of developed
property. The site is bordered by Myrtle Avenue on the west side, Wyland Way
on the north side, Flagstone Avenue on the east side and Novice Lane on the
south side.

inspectors); and (4) Tenant has been provided with the number of parkig privileges and

spaces to which it is entitled under ths Lease.

(b) Tenuination Right. N/ A

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(c) Early Possession. Tenant shall be entitled to possession of the
Premises not less than 30 days prior to the Commencement Date for the purpose of
installing Tenant's furntue, fixtues and equipment in the Premises. Such early
occupancy shall be subject to all provisions hereof but shall not advance the Tennination
Date, and Tenant shall not pay Base Rent for such early occupancy period.

(d) Early Temmation. Tenant shall have the right to temmate this Lease
at any time after the Early Tennnation Notice Date, as defied in Section 1, by giving
Landlord not less than 60 days prior wrtten notice executed by the Chief Admnistrative
Offcer of Ten ant.

5. RENT. (a) The fist ful calendar month's Base Rent shall be due and payable
withn thirt (30) days of Tenants Acceptance of the Premises in the total amount shown
in Section l(i) hereof. A monthly installment in the same amount, subject to the

adjustments described herein, shall be due and payable without demand on or before the
first day of each calendar month succeeding the Commencement Date durng the Term,
except that Base Rent for any fractional calendar month at the commencement or end of
the Tenn shall be prorated on a daily basis. Landlord shall fie a Payment Voucher
anually therefor, durg the month of June, with the Auditor of the County of Los

Angeles (the "County").

(b) CPI. From and after the 1st anversar of the
Commencement Date, on the fist day of the first full calendar month thereafter (the
"Adjustment Date") and on every anversar of the Adjustment Date thereafter, Base
Rent shall be adjusted by applyig the cpr Fonnula set fort below.

(c) cpr Fonnula. The "Index" means the Consumer Price Index
for all Urban Consumers for the Los Angeles~Riverside-Orange County, CA area, all
items published by the United States Deparment of Labor, Bureau of Labor Statistics
(1982-84=100). The "Basic Index" shall be the Index published for the month the Lease
commences. The "cpr Fonnula" means Base Rent multiplied by a fraction, the
numerator being the Index published for the month imediately preceding the month the
adjustment is to be effective (the "New Index"), and the denominator being the Index
published for the month the Lease commenced (the "Base Index"). If the Index is
changed so that the Index differs from that used as of the Commencement Date of the
Lease, the Index shall be converted in accordance with the conversion factor published by
the United States Deparent of Labor, Bureau of Labor Statistics. If the Index is
discontinued or revised durg the Tenn of this Lease, such other governental index or
computation with which it is replaced shall be used in order to obtain substantially the
same results as would be obtaied if the Index had not been discontiued or revised.

(d) Ilustration of cpr Fonnula. The fonnula for detennnig
the new rent shall be as follows:

New Index
Basic Index x $5,850.00 = New Monthly Base Rent

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(e) Limitations on CPI Adjustment. In no event shall the
monthly Base Rent adjustment based upon the CPI Fonnula result in an annual increase
less than two percent (2%) per year nor more than six percent (6%) per year of the Base Rent of
$5,850.00 (i.e. not less than $117.00 nor more than $351.00 per month, per anual adjustment).
hh no event shall the monthly Base Rent be adjusted by the CPI Formula to result in a lower
monthly Base Rent than was payable durg the previous year of the Lease

6. USES. The Premises are to be used only for the uses set fort in Section 1
and for no other business or purose; however, Landlord shall not umeasonably withhold
its consent to a change of use.

7. HOLDOVER. If Tenant remains in possession of the Premises or any par
thereof after the expiration of the Tenn of ths Lease, such occupancy shall be a tenancy
which is temminable only upon 90 days wrtten notice ITom Landlord or 30 days wrtten

notice ITom the Chief Admnistrative Officer of Tenant at the last monthly Base Rent
payable under this Lease (as such Base Rent may be adjusted ITom time to time in
accordance with ths Lease) plus all other charges payable under this Lease, and subject
to all of the temms, covenants and conditions ofthis Lease.

8. COMPLIACE WITH LAW. Tenant shall, at Tenant's expense, comply
promptly with all applicable statutes, ordiances, rules, regulations, orders and
requirements in effect durg the temm hereof, regulating the use, occupancy or

improvement of the Premises by Tenant. Landlord, not Tenant, shall, at its sole cost, at
all times cause the Premises and the Buildig to comply with all applicable statutes,
ordinances, rules, regulations, orders and requirements in effect and binding upon Tenant
or Landlord durng the tenn hereof, including without limtation, the Americans with
Disabilities Act, except to the extent such compliance is made necessar as a result of
Tenant's paricular use of or alterations or improvements to the Premises.

9. DAMGE OR DESTRUCTION.

(a) Damage. In the event any portion of the Premises is damaged by fire
or any other cause rendering the Premises totally or parally inaccessible or unusable and
the Premises may be restored to a complete architectual unt of the same value, condition
and character that existed immediately prior to such casualty in less than 180 days, then
Landlord shall promptly, at Landlord's expense, repair such damage and ths Lease shall
continue in full force and effect. If all or any portion of the Premises shall be made
untenantable by fire or other casualty, Landlord shall imediately secure the area to
prevent injury to persons and/or vandalism to the improvements.

Landlord shall promptly, but in any event within ten days, cause an architect or
general contractor selected by Landlord to provide Landlord and Tenant with a written
estimate of the amount of time required to substantially complete the repair and
restoration of the Premises and make the Premises tenantable agai using standard
workig methods. The failure to do so shall be a material Default hereunder. Base Rent
shall abate to the extent that the Premises are unusable by Tenant. Tenant waives the
provisions of Californa Civil Code Sections 1932(2) and 1933(4) with respect to any

partial or total destrction of the Premises.

(b) Tenant Termation Right. In the event any portion of the Premises is
damaged by fire or any other cause renderig the Premises totally or parially
inaccessible or unusable and the Premises will not be restored to a complete architectual
unt of the same value, condition and character that existed imediately prior to such
casualty in less than 180 days for any reason, then Tenant may tenninate this Lease by
giving wrtten notice withn ten days after notice from Landlord specifying such tie
period of repair; and this Lease shall termate and the Base Rent shall be abated from the
date the Premises became untenantable. il the event that Tenant does not elect to
tenninate ths Lease, Landlord shall promptly commence and diligently prosecute to
completion the repairs to the Building or Premises, provided insurance proceeds are

available to repair the damages.

(c) Damage In Last Year. Notwithstanding the foregoing provisions, if
any material destrction to the Premises occurs durg the last year of the Tenn, either
Landlord or Tenant may termate ths Lease by giving notice to the other not more than
30 days after such destrction, in which case (a) Landlord shall have no obligation to

restore the Premises, (b) Landlord may retai all insurance proceeds relating to such
destrction, and (c) this Lease shall tenninate as of the date which is 30 days after such

wrtten notice oftennination.

(d) Default By Landlord. If Landlord is required to repair and restore the
Premises as provided for in ths Section and Landlord should fail to thereafter pursue said
repair and restoration work with reasonable diligence to completion, Tenant may (a)
declare a default hereunder or (b) perfonn or cause to be perfonned the restoration work
and deduct the cost thereof plus interest thereon at ten percent (10%) per anum, from the
Base Rent next due as a charge agaist the Landlord.

7
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10. REPAIS AN MAITENANCE.

(a) Landlord Representations. Landlord represents to Tenant that (i) the
Premises, the Building and all Common Areas (including electrcal, heating, ventilating
and air conditioning ("HV AC"), mechanical, plumbing, gas and fire/life safety systems in
the Building and similar building service systems) comply with all current laws, codes,
and ordinances, including the Americans With Disabilities Act; and are in reasonable
good working order and condition; (ii) the Building and Premises comply with all
covenants, conditions, restrctions and underwter's requirements; and (iii) the Premises,
Building and Common Areas are free of the presence of any Hazardous Materials (as
hereinafter defined) and (iv) Landlord has not received any notice from any governental

. agency that the Building or the Premises are in violation of any law or regulation.
. Landlord represents, based upon a professional inspection of the Premises and the
Building and the Asbestos Report that the Premises and the Building contain no asbestos
contaig materials (other than as may be reflected in the Asbestos Report). Landlord

shall, prior to Tenant's occupancy, abate, at Landlord's sole cost and expense, all asbestos
containng materials to the extent required by law and provide Tenant with an updated
report from a licensed California Asbestos contractor to that effect.

(b) Landlord Obligations. Landlord, at its sole cost and expense, shall
keep and maitain in good repair and workig order and promptly make repairs to and
perfomm maintenance upon and replace as needed: (i) the strctual elements of the

Building, including without limitation, all pemmanent exterior walls and strctual
condition of interior bearg walls, roofing system; (ii) mechancal (including HV AC)

and fire/life safety systems serving the Building, and (iii) the Common Areas.

Without limting the foregoing, Tenant shall, at Tenant's sole expense, be
responsible for the cost of repairing any area damaged by Tenant or Tenant's agents,
employees, invitees and visitors and shall keep and maintain in good repair and working
order and promptly make repairs to and perfomm maintenance upon and replace as

needed: (i)floor coverings; (ii) drop ceilings; (iii) plumbing; (iv) windows and plate glass;
(v) non-strctual walls; (vi) doors and fitues; (vii) signage; (viii) utility installations,
electrcal and lighting facilities, low voltage electrcal, phone and data cabling and related
equipment that is installed by or for the exclusive benefit of Tenant.

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(c) Tenant's Right to Repair. If Tenant provides wrtten notice (or oral
notice in the event of an emergency such as damage or destrction to or of any portion of
the Building strctue, roofing system and/or the HV AC systems) to Landlord of an event

or circumstance which requires the action of Landlord with respect to repai and/or
maintenance, and Landlord fails to provide such action withi a reasonable period of
time, given the circumstances, after the giving of such notice, but in any event not later
than five days after the giving of such notice, then Tenant may proceed to take the
required action (provided, however, that no such notice shall be required in the event of
an emergency which threatens life or where there is imment danger to property or a
possibility that a failure to take immediate action could cause a material disruption in
Tenant's nonnal and customar business activities). Tenant shall have access to the
Building to the extent necessary to perfonn the work contemplated by this provision. If
such action was requied under the tenns of this Lease to have been taken by Landlord
and was not taken by Landlord within such period (uness such notice was not required as
provided above), and Tenant took such required action, then Tenant shall be entitled to
prompt reimbursement by Landlord of Tenant's reasonable costs and expenses in havig
taken such action plus interest thereon at ten percent (10%) per anum. If not reimbursed
by Landlord withn ten days, Tenant shall be entitled to deduct from Base Rent payable
by Tenant under ths Lease the amount set fort in its invoice for such work. The
remedies provided in ths Section are in addition to the remedies provided in Section 14.

11. SERVICES AN UTILITIES.

Landlord shall be responsible for providing the following services and utilities to
the Premises, at its sole cost and expense:

(a) HV AC. Landlord shall fush heating, ventilation and air
conditionig ("HV AC"), during Nonnal Workig Hours in amounts required for the use
and occupancy of the Premises for nonnal offce puroses to a standard comparable to

other fist-class buildings in the area in which the Premises is located.

(b) Electrcity. Landlord shall fush to the Premises electrc curent
in the amount of Two panels at 200 amps each for a total of 400 amps..

(c) Elevators. N/ A

(d) Water. Landlord shall fush water for nonnal lavatory and
potable water meeting all applicable governental standards for drng puroses in the
Premises.

( e) Waste RemovaL. Landlord shall be responsible for waste and trash
removal as well as sprier and sewer services.

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(f) Access. Landlord shall fush to Tenant's employees and agents
access to the Building, Premises and Common Areas on a seven day per week, 24 hour
per day basis, subject to compliance with such reasonable securty measures as shall from
time to time be in effect for the Building. Said access does not require the Landlord to
fush keys to Tenant's employees and agents. Tenant shall maintain the right to install
locks/keys and access control systems and distrbute keys and/or access cards to its
employees and agents as well as control access to the Premises.

(g) Tenant shall be responsible for gas, electrcity and telephone charges
as well as Jantorial services.

12. LANLORD ACCESS. Tenant shall pennit Landlord and its agents to enter
the Premises upon prior written notice for the purose of inspecting the Premises for any
reasonable purose. If Landlord temporarly closes any portion of the Building or
Premises, Base. Rent shall be prorated based upon the percentage of the Premises or
Building rendered untenantable and not used by Tenant. Landlord shall have the right at
any and all times to enter the Premises in the event of an emergency.

13. TENANT DEFAULT.

(a) Default. The occurence of anyone or more of the following events (a
"Default") shall constitute a material default and breach ofthis Lease by Tenant:

(i) the failure by Tenant to make any payment of Base Rent or
any other payment required to be made by Tenant hereunder (except to the extent an
offset is expressly penntted hereunder), as and when due and if the failure continues for
a period often days after wrtten notice to Tenant;

(ii) the failure by Tenant to observe or perfonn any of the other
covenants, conditions or provisions of this Lease, where such failure shall continue for a
period of 30 days after written notice from Landlord specifyig in detail the natue of the
default; provided, however, if more than 30 days are reasonably required for its cure then
Tenant shall not be deemed to be in default if Tenant commences such cure with said
30-day period and thereafter diligently prosecutes such cure to completion.

(b) Tennation. Tenant agrees that if a Default should occur and should
not be cured within the time periods set forth above, it shall be lawful for Landlord to
tennnate this Lease upon the giving of wrtten notice to Tenant. In addition thereto,
Landlord shall have such other rights or remedies as may be provided by law.

(c) No Effect on IndeIDty. Nothig in this Section 13 shall be deemed to
affect either Landlord or Tenant's right to indeIDfication under any indeIDfication
clause or clauses set forth in this Lease.

10
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14. LANLORD DEFAULT.

(a) Remedies. In addition to the provisions for Landlord's default
provided by Sections 9( d), 1 O( c) 19 and 20(b), Landlord shall be in default in the

perfonnance of any obligation required to be perfonned by Landlord under ths Lease if
Landlord has failed to perfonn such obligation within five days after the giving of wrtten
notice with respect thereto by Tenant (which notice shall be, if appropriate, the same
notice given under Section lO(c)); provided, however, that if the natue of such default is
such that the same canot reasonably be cured within such five day period, Landlord
shall not be deemed to be in default if Landlord shall with such period commence such
cure and thereafter dilgently prosecute the same to completion. If the default by
Landlord ("Landlord Default") is of such a natue that it materially and substantially
interferes with Tenant's occupancy and use of the Premises and if such Landlord Default
is not cured within the foregoing cure period, then Tenant shall have the right, at its
option, with or without fuher notice or demand of any kind to Landlord or any other

person, to anyone or more of the following described remedies in addition to all other
rights and remedies provided at law or in equity or elsewhere herein: (i) to remedy such
default or breach and deduct the costs thereof (including but not limited to attorneys'
fees) plus interest at the rate often (10%) per anum ftom the installments of Base Rent
next fallng due; (ii) to pursue the remedy of specific perfonnance; (iii) to seek money
damages for loss arsing ftom Landlord's failure to discharge its obligations under this
Lease or offset such damages against Base Rent next coming due; and/or (iv) to tennate
this Lease.

(b) Waiver. Nothing herein contained shall relieve Landlord ftom its
duty to effect the repai, replacement, correction or maintenance required to restore any
affected services, or to perfonn any other obligations to the standard prescribed in this
Lease, nor shall this Section be constred to obligate Tenant to undertake any such work.

(c) Emergency. Notwithstanding the foregoing cure period, Tenant
may cure any default without notice where the failure promptly to cure such default
would, in the reasonable opinon of Tenant, create or allow to persist an emergency
condition or materially and adversely affect the operation of Tenant's business in the
Premises.

15. ASSIGNMNT AN SUBLETTING. Tenant may assign ths Lease upon
receiving Landlord's prior consent: provided, however, no such assignment shall relieve
Tenant of any liability under this Lease unless Landlord has given its wrtten consent
thereto, which Landlord shall not uneasonably withhold if the assignee has a financial
condition which is reasonably sufficient for it to be responsible for all futue obligations
under this Lease.

11
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16. ALTERATIONS AN ADDITIONS.

(a) Landlord Consent. Tenant shall not make any strctual alterations,
improvements, additions, or utility installations in or about the Premises (collectively,
"Alterations") without fist obtaining the written consent of Landlord, which consent
shall not be umeasonably witheld, conditioned or delayed. If Landlord fails to respond
in wrting withi 30 days of such request, Landlord shall be deemed to approve the

Alterations.

(b) End of Temm. Any Alterations not removed by Tenant shall become
the property of Landlord and remain upon and be surendered with the Premises at the
expiration ofthe Temm.

17. CONDEMNATION.

(a) Controlling Temms. If durg the Temm, or durng the period of time
between the execution of this Lease and the Commencement Date, there is any takg of
all or any par of the Premises or any interest in ths Lease by Condemnation (as defied
below), ths Section shall determe the rights and obligations of Tenant and Landlord.
"Condemnation" shall mean the exercise of any governental power to take title to any
porton of the Premises, whether by legal proceedings or otherwise, by a Condemnor (as
defined below) or a voluntar sale or transfer by Landlord to any Condemnor, either

under threat of a Condemnor's exercise of such power or while legal proceedings are
pending for the exercise of such power. "Condemnor" shall mean any public or quasi-
public authority, or private corporation or individual, having the power of Condemnation.

(b) Total Takg. If the Premises are totally taken by Condemnation, this

Lease.shall temmnate on the date the Condemnor has a right to possession ofthe Premises
(the "Date of Takng").

(c) Parial Takg. If any portion, but not all, of the Premises is taken by
Condemnation, this Lease shall remain in effect, except that Tenant may elect to
temminate this Lease if, in Tenant's reasonable judgment, the remainig portion of the
Premises (including the space available for parking) is rendered unsuitable for Tenant's
continued use of the Premises. If Tenant elects to so temminate this Lease, Tenant must

exercise its right to tennate by giving notice to Landlord with 30 days after the date
that the natue and the extent of the Condemnation have been detennined (the

"Detennation Date"), which notice shall set fort the date of tennnation. Such
termation date shall not be earlier than 30 days nor later than 90 days after Tenant has
notified Landlord of its election to tennnate; except that this Lease shall termate on the
Date of Takng if the Date of Takng falls on a date before the date of termation as
designated by Tenant. If Tenant does not so notify Landlord withn 30 days after the
Detennination Date, all obligations of Tenant under ths Lease shall remain in effect,
except that Base Rent shall be equitably abated.

12
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(d) Restoration. Notwithstanding the preceding paragraph, if, withn 30
days after the Determation Date, Landlord notifies Tenant that Landlord at its cost wil
add to the remaining Premises so that the area of the Premises and the space available for
parking, wil be substantially the same after the Date of Taking as they were before the
Date of Takg, and Landlord commences the restoration promptly and, subject to
reasonable allowance for delays that are not caused by Landlord, completes it withh 90
days after Landlord so notifies Tenant, this Lease shall continue in effect. All obligations
of Tenant under ths Lease shall remain in effect, except that Base Rent shall be equitably
abated or reduced durng the period from the Date of Takg until the completion of such
restoration.

(e) Award. The Award (as defined below) shall be divided between
Landlord and Tenant as their respective interests may appear. "Award" shall mean all
compensation, sums or anything of value awarded, paid or received on a total or parial
Condemnation of the Premises.

(f) Waiver of Statute. Landlord and Tenant hereby waive the provision of

Californa Code of Civil Procedure Section 1265.130 allowing Landlord or Tenant to

petition the superior court to tennnate ths Lease in the event of a parial takg of the
Premises.

18. INEMNICATION.

(a) Tenant's Indemnty. Tenant shall indemnfy, defend and hold
Landlord hanless from and against all loss, cost and expense, including attorneys' fees,
arsing :tom any injur or damage to any person or property, occurrg in or about the

Building or Premises as a result of any negligent act, omission or wilful misconduct of
Tenant or its employees, or arsing :tom any breach or default under ths Lease by
Tenant. The foregoing provisions shall not be constred to make Tenant responsible for
loss, damage, liability or expense resultig from injures to thrd paries caused by the
negligence or wilful misconduct of Landlord, or its officers, contractors, licensees,
agents, employees or invitees.

(b) Landlord's Indemnty. Landlord shall indemnfy, defend and hold
Tenant hanless from and against all loss, cost and expense, includig attorneys' fees,
arising from any injur or damage to any person or property, occurg in or about the
Buildig or Premises as a result of any negligent act, omission or wilfu misconduct of
Landlord, or its officers, contractors, licensees, agents, employees, guests, or visitors, or
arsing :tom any breach or default under this Lease by Landlord. The foregoing

provisions shall not be constred to make Landlord responsible for loss, damage, liability
or expense resulting :tom injures to thid parties caused by the negligence or willful

misconduct of Tenant, or its officers, contractors, licensees, agents, employees or
invitees.

19. INSURCE.

(a) Landlord's Insurance. During the tenn of this Lease, Landlord shall
maitain the following insurance:

(i) Commercial property insurance which shall (1) cover
damage to Landlord's property, including improvements and bettennents, from perils

. covered by the causes-of-loss special fonn (iSO fonn CP 1030), and include ordinance
or law coverage (and coverage against acts of ten-orism to the extent such coverage is
reasonably available and priced at commercially reasonable rates) and (2) be written for
full replacement cost of the property, with a deductible of no greater than 5% of the
property value.

(ii) General liability insurance (wrtten on iSO policy fonn CG
0001 or its equivalent) with limits of not less than the following: (1) per occurence and
general aggregate amount of $5,000,000; (2) products/completed operations aggregate of
$2,000,000 and (3) personal and advertsing injur of$l,OOO,OOO.

(iii) Failure by Landlord to maintain the insurance required by
this Section and deliver evidence thereof as requied by ths Lease or to use any insurance
proceeds to timely repair and restore the Premises shall constitute a material breach of
this Lease.

(b) Insurance Requirements. All insurance policies required to be
maintained by Landlord under ths Lease shall be issued by insurance companes which
have a Best's Rating of "A Vil" or better and which are qualified to do business in the
State of Californa. All liability and property damage and other casualty policies of

Tenant shall be written as primary policies, not contrbuting with, and not in excess of
coverage which Landlord may can.

(c) Certificates. Landlord shall deliver to Tenant on the Commencement
Date of ths Lease and thereafter at least 15 days prior to expiration of any insurance
required to be cared hereunder, certificates of insurance evidencing this coverage with
limts not less than those specified above. Certficates must document that each pary has
named the other as an additional insured (or its equivalent) on its general liability and
property insurance policy, and that Tenant has been named a loss payee on Landlord's
commercial property insurance policy, as required. Furer, all certficates shall
expressly provide that no less than 30 days' prior wrtten notice shall be given to Tenant
in the event of material change to, expiration or cancellation of the coverages or policies
evidenced by the certficates.

(d) Tenant's Insurance. Durng the tenn of this Lease, Tenant shall
maintain the following insurance:

(i) General liability insurance (wrtten on iSO policy fonn
CG 0001 or its equivalent) with limits of not less than the following: (1) per occurence
and general aggregate amount of $5,000,000; (2) products/completed operations

aggregate of $2,000,000 and (3) personal and advertising injury of $1 ,000,000.
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(ii) Personal Property Insurance.

(iii) Failure by Tenant to maintain the insurance required by this

Section and deliver evidence thereof as required by this Lease shall constitute a material
breach ofthis Lease. Tenant shall have the right to use its self-insurance programs to
comply with the insurance requirements contained in this Lease.

20. PARG.

(a) Tenant's Rights. Tenant shall have the right to the number of
exclusive reserved parking stalls set forth in Section 1 without charge for the Temm of this
Lease. No tandem parking shall be pemmitted and Tenant shall be entitled to full Inout
privileges. Tenant's parking rights shall be subject to reasonable parking rules and

regulations adopted by Landlord from time to time, provided that such procedures shall
be unfonnly applied to all tenants. Tenant acknowledges that all other parkig spaces
are not for the exclusive use of Tenant, rather, all such parking spaces are to be used on a
non-exclusive, first-come, first-served basis by Tenant and other tenants, occupants,
licensees, invitees and pemmittees of the Building.

(b) Remedies. Landlord acknowledges that it is a material tenn of this
Lease that Tenant receives all of the Parkig Spaces to which it is entitled under ths
Lease for the entire Tenn of this Lease and that it would be impracticable and extremely
diffcult to fix the actual damages for a breach of such provisions. It is therefore agreed
that if, for any reason whatsoever, a material number of the Parking Spaces required
above are not available to Tenant, (in addition to the rights given to Tenant under Section
14 and Sections 9 and 17 in the event of casualty or condemnation) Tenant may (a)

tennnate this Lease by giving wrtten notice of such tennination to Landlord, which

notice. shall be effective thrt (30) days thereafter or (b) deduct from the Base Rent

thereafter accruing hereunder an amount each month equal to $50 per parking space.

21. ENVIRONMNTAL MATTERS

(a) Hazardous Materials. Tenant shall not cause nor pennt, nor allow any
of Tenant's employees, agents, customers, visitors, invitees, licensees, contractors,
assignees or subtenants to cause or pennt, any Hazardous Materials to be brought upon,
stored, manufactued, generated, blended, handled, recycled, treated, disposed or used on,
under or about the Premises, the Building or the Common Areas, except for routine offce
and jantorial supplies in usual and customary quantities stored, used and disposed of in
accordance with all applicable Environmental Laws.
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As used herein, "Hazardous Materials" means any chemical, substance, material,
controlled substance, object, condition, waste, living organsm or combination thereof,
whether solid, semi solid, liquid or gaseous, which is or may be hazardous to human
health or safety or to the enviromnent due to its radioactivity, igntability, corrosivity,
reactivity, exp10 sivity, toxicity, carcinogenicity, mutagenicity, phytotoxicity,

infectiousness or other harful or potentially harful properties or effects, including,
without limitation, molds, toxic levels of bacteria, tobacco smoke within the Premises,
petroleum and petroleum products, asbestos, radon, polychlorinated biphenyls (PCBs),
refrgerants (including those substances defined in the Enviromnental Protection

Agency's "Refrgerant Recycling Rule," as amended from time to time) and all of those
chemicals, substances, materials, controlled substances, objects, conditions, wastes,
living organsms or combinations thereof which are now or become in the futue listed,
defined or regulated in any maner by any Enviromnental Law based upon, directly or
indiectly, such properties or effects. As used herein, "Enviomnental Laws" means any
and all federal, state or local enviromnental, health and/or safety-related laws,

regulations, standards, decisions of cours, ordinances, rules, codes, orders, decrees,

diectives, guidelines, pemmits or pemmt conditions, curently existing and as amended,
enacted, issued or adopted in the futue which are or become applicable to Tenant, the
Premises, the Building or the Common Areas.

(b) Landlord Indemnty. Landlord shall indemnfy, protect, defend (by
counsel acceptable to Tenant) and hold harless Tenant from and against any and all
claims, judgments, causes of action, damage, penalties, fie, taxes, costs, liabilities,
losses and expenses arsing at any time durg or after the Temm as a result (directly or
indirectly) of or in connection with the presence of Hazardous Materials on, under or
about the Premises, Building or Common Areas or other violation of laws relatig to
Hazardous Materials other than caused by Tenant. This indemnty shall include, without
limitation, the cost of any required or necessary repair, cleanup or detoxification, and the
preparation and implementation of any closure, monitorig or other required plans, as
such action is required by local or state laws or any governental agency. Landlord shall
promptly deliver to Tenant a copy of any notice received from any governental agency
durg the Temm of this Lease concerng the presence of Hazardous Materials in the
Building or the Premises. Landlord's obligations pursuant to the foregoing indemnty
shall surve the expiration or tennation of ths Lease. A default by Landlord under

this Section shall constitute a material default under this Lease.

22. ESTOPPEL CERTIFICATES. Tenant shall, withi 30 days after wrtten
request of Landlord, execute, aclmowledge and deliver to Landlord or its designee a
wrtten statement in the fomm of Exhibit "D" attached herewith and incorporated herein,

but shall have no other obligation to deliver any other fomm of estoppel certificate. It is
intended that any such statement delivered pursuant to this Section may be relied upon by
a prospective purchaser of Landlord's interest or holder of any mortgage upon Landlord's
interest in the Premises.
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23. REFURISHMNT OF PREMISES. Prior to the Commencement Date,
Landlord shall refubish the Premises pursuant to Tenant's plans and specifications
attached herewith and incorporated herein as Exhibit "A" (the "Refurbishment Work").
Said Refubishment Work shall be managed and funded by Landlord at its sole cost and
expense at a cost not to exceed $200,000 (the "Maximum Project Budget"), and
completed as follows:

(a) Landlord within fifteen (15) days after receipt of a duly executed copy
of this Lease document, shall, at its own expense and included withi the $200,000
maximum project budget, contract with licensed Californa architect(s) and engineer(s) to
prepare final working drawings and specifications for the proposed Refubishment Work
(collectively, the "Working Drawings").

(b) Tenant shall reimburse Landlord for Refubishment Work costs above
$25,000, and will amortize said cost at the rate of 8.5% per anum over the first thi-six
(36) months of the Lease Term. Tenant may at anytme durg the Lease Term pay
Landlord in a lump sum for all or any portion of the reimbursable funds and reduce the
monthy reimbursement amount accordingly. Landlord will notify Tenant of the final
refubishment costs, and the reimbursable amount payable monthly by Tenant in addition
to the Base Rent. For puroses of ascertainig the actual costs of said Refubishment
Work, Landlord shall provide to Tenant, upon the issuance of a Certificate of Occupancy,
or a final sign-off by the City of Monrovia, a detailed breakdown of the total costs for the
Refubishment Work and execute a sumarzed breakdown of said total costs in the form
attached as Exhbit "G" and incorporated herein by ths reference. Tenant shall have the
right to audit such costs for a period of Twenty-four months from the Lease

Commencement Date. In the event Tenant requests a rent reduction due to its audit of
these costs, Tenant shall provide Landlord with a copy of the audit sumar as par of its
request.

(c) The Working Drawings are to be prepared in accordance with the
Tenant's preliminary plans No. 12-06 dated May 16, 2006 (the "Plans"). The Plans are
also on file with the County Chief Adminstrative Offce (CAO) and are attached hereto
as Exhbit "A" and incorporated herein by this reference and Landlord has been provided
a duplicate copy. Landlord and/or its AIchitect shall provide the fial Workig Drawigs
required hereunder from said prelimar Plans with Tenant having the right to review
and approve said fial Workig Drawings prior to the commencement of any

Refubishment Work. All Refubishment Work, including without limitation, work,
constrction and materials shall be included in the fial Working Drawings. All circuit
breakers, fire sprinklers, and plumbing shut off valves shall be labeled as to areas
controlled both on the Workig Drawings and on the breaker panels and valves. Upon
completion of the Refubishment Work, Landlord and/or its AIchitect shall fush the
CAO with one (1) complete set of reproducible as-built drawings of the Refurbishment
Work on an AUTO CAD DFX File, together with the existing plans, if any, showing the
locations of any underground utility lines and their depths.
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(d) Upon Landlord's completion of the Refubishment Work, the
Premises shall meet all applicable City, County State and Federal building codes,

regulations and ordiances required for beneficial occupancy. Any work, including
constrction, that Landlord must undertake to obtain the necessary jursdictional
approvals for occupancy shall be at Landlord's sole cost and expense and shall be
included withn the $200,000 Maximum Project Budget.

(e) Any and all construction pertaing to this Lease by Landlord or its
designated contractors or subcontractors shall comply with all applicable City, County,
State and Federal regulations, codes and ordinances, including without limitation all
provisions of the Californa Labor Code. Under the provisions of said Labor Code, the
State Deparent of hhdustral Relations will ascertain the prevailing hourly rate in
dollars and details pertinent thereto for each craft, classification or type of worlman or
mechanc needed for the constrction and performance of the Refubishment Work.
Pariculars of the curent Prevailing Wage Scale, as approved by the County Board of
Supervisors, which is applicable to the Refurbishment Work are filed with the Clerk of
the Board of Supervisors and must be posted at the subject site.

(f) The Refubishment Work costs shall not include any costs incured for
asbestos abatement or ADA upgrades or fire life safety upgrades. All work for required
asbestos abatement or ADA upgrades or fie life safety upgrades shall be performed at
the sole cost and expense of Landlord and not be included in the $200,000 maximum
project budget. All fie life safety upgrades requied due to the Tenant's layout or

specifications or proposed work, shall be included in the $200,000 Maximum Project
Budget.

(g). The paries agree that the estiated time for completion of said
Refubishment Work is 120 days ftom the date of issuance of the building permt therefor
(the "Estimated Completion Date"). Landlord shall fie for building permts withi thirt

(30) days of Lease execution and diligently pursue obtaig said permits as soon as
possible.

(h) Landlord shall complete the telephone equipment room(s) including
permanent power and HV AC in compliance with the plans and specifications set forth in
Exhbit "A" at least twenty (20) days prior to the Estimated Completion Date.

(i) Completion may be delayed by:

1. Acts or omissions of Tenant or of any employees or agents of
Tenant (including change orders in the Refubishment Work), or

2. Any act of God which Landlord could not have reasonably

foreseen and provided for, or
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3. Any strkes, boycotts or like obstrctive acts by employees or labor
organzations which Landlord canot overcome with reasonable
effort and could not reasonably have foreseen and provided for, or

4. Any war or declaration of a state of national emergency, or

5. The imposition by governent action or authority of restrctions upon
the procurement of labor or materials necessar for the completion of
the Premises.

u) If Landlord fails to obtain the building pennit for the Refurbishment

Work with a reasonable time, taking all factors into consideration, or if the
Refubishment Work has not been completed withi sixty (60) days from the Estiated
Completion Date, which period shall be extended for a reasonable time for the delays
enumerated above, Tenant may, at its option:

1. Cancel the Lease upon thirt (30) days wrtten notice to Landlord; or

2. Upon thi (30) days wrtten notice to Landlord, assume the

responsibility for perfonning the Refubishment Work itself.

If Tenant elects to perfonn the Refubishment Work, then:

i. Tenant, its offcers, employees, agents, contractors and

assignees, shall have ffee access to the Premises at all
reasonable times for the purose of perfonng the
Refubishment Work and for any other puroses related thereto

ii. Rent shall be reduced by Tenant's total expense in

perfonng the Refubishment Work, includig without
limtation any fmancing charges for capital and a reasonable
amount for Tenant's admstrative costs, and includig
interest at the rate of 10%. The rent reduction schedule shall
be as mutually agreed to between the pares or, if no such

agreement is made, Tenant's total expense for the completion
of the Refubishment Work shall be fully amortized in equal
monthy amounts over 3 years.

24. LIENS. Tenant shall keep its interest in this Lease and the Premises ffee ffom
any liens arsing out of any work perfonned or materials ordered or obligations incurred
by Tenant. Landlord shall keep its interest in this Lease and the Premises free from any
liens which would impair the interest of Tenant hereunder and hereby indemnfies and
holds Tenant hanless from any liability or loss ffom any such lien.
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25. SUBORDINATION AN MORTGAGES

(a) Subordination and Non-Distubance. Tenant agrees, at Landlord's
option, to subordinate this Lease to the lien of any mortgages or deeds of trst now or
hereafter in force against the Building; provided, however, Tenant's obligation to

subordinate this Lease is expressly conditioned upon Tenant receiving a written
agreement in the fomm of Exhibit "E" attached herewith and incorporated herein, and
provided fuher that no such subordination shall affect any option to extend the Temm of

this Lease, right of fist offer to lease additional premises, option to purchase or right of
first offer to purchase the Propert which may be included herein.

(b) Existig Deeds of Trust. The beneficiary under any existing deed of
trst affecting the Building shall provide a wrtten agreement to Tenant, in the fomm of

Exhibit "E" attached hereto and incorporated herein by ths reference, with 30 days
after the execution ofthis Lease.

(c) Request for Notice. Landlord acknowledges that Tenant intends to
record a Request for Notice with respect to any mortgages or deeds of trst affectig the

Premises, the Building, or the property on which the Building is located in the fomm of

Exhibit "F" attached hereto and incorporated herein by this reference.

(d) Notice of Default. If any mortgagee or beneficiar under a deed of
trst affecting the Premises, the Buildig, or the property on which the Buildig is

located gives written notice of its name and address to Tenant by registered mail
requesting any such notice with reference to this Section, Tenant agrees to use its best
efforts (but without liability for failure to do so) to give such mortgagee a copy of any
notice of Default served upon Landlord hereunder which could permt Tenant to
termnate this Lease and an additional ten days withn which to cure such Default.

26. SURNDER OF POSSESSION. Subject to casualty, at the expiration of the
Temm of ths Lease, whether by lapse of time or otherwise, Tenant shall promptly and
peacefully surender the Premises to Landlord in a "broom-clean" condition. Tenant shall
remove, at its own expense, all fixtues, equipment and all other personal property placed

or installed in or upon the Premises by Tenant, or under its authority (includig any
modular futue). Tenant shall not be responsible for removing walls, floorig
materials, millwork, cabinetr, doors, door hardware, HV AC, fie life safety and

electrcal equipment.

27. SIGNAGE. Tenant shall be pemmitted to install at the Premises reasonably
appropriate signs that confonn with any and all applicable laws and ordinances.

28. QUIT ENJOYMENT. So long as Tenant is not in default hereunder, Tenant
shall have the right to the quiet and peaceful enjoyment and possession of the Premises
and the Common Areas durg the Temm of this Lease, subject to the tenns and conditions
of this Lease.
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29. GENERA

(a) Headings. Titles to Sections of this Lease are not a par of this Lease
and shall have no effect upon the constrction or interpretation of any part hereof.

(b) Successors and Assigns. All of the covenants, agreements, terms and

conditions contained in this Lease shall inure to and be binding upon the Landlord and
Tenant and their respective successors and assigns.

(c) Brokers. Landlord and Tenant each represent and warant to each
other that it has not engaged any broker, fider or other person who would be entitled to
any commssion or fees in respect of the negotiation, execution or delivery of ths Lease
other than as disclosed to the other in wrting and shall indemnfy and hold hamless each
other against any loss, cost, liability or expense incured by the other par as a result of
any claim asserted by any such broker, fider or other person on the basis of any

arangements or agreements made or alleged to have been made in varance with this
representation.

(d) Entire Agreement. This Lease is the final and complete expression of
Landlord and Tenant relating in any maner to the leasing, use and occupancy of the
Premises, to Tenant's use of the Building and other matters set forth in this Lease. No
prior agreements or understanding pertainng to the same shall be valid or of any force or
effect and the covenants and agreements of this Lease shall not be altered, modified or
added to except in wrtig signed by both Landlord and Tenant.

( e) Severability. Any provision of this Lease which shall prove to be
invalid, void or ilegal shall in no way affect, impai or invalidate any other provision
hereof and the remainig provisions hereof shall nevertheless remai in full force and
effect.

(f) Notices. All notices and communcations to any pary hereunder shall
be in writing and shall be deemed properly given if delivered personally, sent by
registered or certified mail, postage prepaid, or by a recogned overnght commercial
messenger providig proof of delivery, facsimle (electronically confied) to Landlord's
Address for Notice and Tenant's Address for Notice as set fort in Section 1. Any notice

so given shall be deemed to have been given as of the date of delivery (whether accepted
or refused) established by U.S. Post Office retu receipt or the overnght carer's proof

of delivery, as the case may be. Any such notice not so given shall be deemed given
upon receipt of the same by the pary to whom the same is to be given.

(g) Governng Law and Foru. This Lease shall be governed by and
constred in accordance with the internal laws of the State of Californa. Any litigation
with respect to this Lease shall be conducted in the County of Los Angeles, State of
Californa.
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(h) Waivers. No waiver by Landlord or Tenant of any provision hereof
shall be deemed a waiver of any other provision hereof or of any subsequent breach by
Landlord or Tenant of the same or any other provision. Landlord's or Tenant's consent to

or approval of any act shall not be deemed to render unecessary the obtainig of
Landlord's or Tenant's consent to or approval of any subsequent act by Landlord orTenant. .

(i) Time of Essence. Time is of the essence for the perfonuance of all of
the obligations specified hereunder.

u) Consent. Whenever any consent is required by Landlord or Tenant
hereunder, such consent shall not be umeasonably withheld, conditioned or delayed and,
unless otherwise specifically provided herein, shall be deemed granted if not refused
with ten (10) days after wrtten request is made therefore, together with all necessary
information.

(k) Communty Business Enterprises Landlord shall complete and deliver
to Tenant concurently with the execution hereof a Communty Business Enterprises
fonu set forth as Exhibit "C" attached herewith and incorporated herein.

30. AUTHORITY. Only the Board of Supervisors has the authority, by fonually
approving and/or executing this Lease, to bind the County to the tenus included herein.
Each individual executing ths Lease on behalf of Tenant represents and warants that he
or she is duly authorized to execute and deliver ths Lease on behalf of Tenant, and that
this Lease is bindig upon Tenant in accordance with its tenus. Landlord understands

that no material tenus of ths Lease may be altered or deleted, nor may any new material
tenus be added to this Lease, without the express wrtten approval of the Board of
Supervisors, either through an amendment to the Lease or by other fonual board action.

No County offcer, employee, agent or independent contractor has any authority
to alter, add or delete the material tenus of this Lease and Landlord may not rely upon
any representations to the contrar. This limtation of authority applies to all material
tenus of the Lease including, without limtation, any monetar ceiling established for
Tenant Improvements or other project costs of Landlord which are subject to
reimbursement by County. County shall not reimburse Landlord for any expenses which
exceed ths ceiling. Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Chief Admstrative Officer of
the County or its delegee (the "Chief Admistrative Offcer") may take any

adminstrative act on behalf of Tenant hereunder which does not have the effect of
increasing Base Rent or other fiancial obligations of Tenant under this Lease, including

without limitation, granting any approvals, tennnating this Lease in the maner provided
herein by an Early Tennation Notice or otherwise, signng estoppel certificates, signg
the Commencement Date Memorandum and Confination of Lease Tenus or
subordinating ths Lease. Each individual executing this Lease on behalf of Landlord
represents and warants that he or she is duly authorized to execute and deliver this Lease
on behalf of Landlord, and that this Lease is binding upon Landlord in accordance with
its tenus.
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31. ACKNOWLEDGEMENT BY LANLORD

Landlord acknowledges that it is aware of the following provisions:

(a) Consideration of GAI Program Participants. Should Landlord
require additional or replacement personnel after the effective date of this Lease,

Landlord shall give consideration for any such employment, openings to paricipants in
the County Deparent of Public Social Services' Greater Avenues for hhdependence
("GAI") Program who meet Landlord's minimum qualifications for the open position.
The County wil refer GAI participants by job category to Landlord.

(b) Solicitation of Consideration. It is improper for any County offcer,
employee or agent to solicit consideration in any fomm from a landlord with the
implication, suggestion or statement that the landlord's provision of the consideration

may secure more favorable treatment for the landlord in the award of the Lease or that
landlord's failure to provide such consideration may negatively affect the County's
consideration of the landlord's offer to lease. A landlord shall not offer or give, either
directly or through an intemmediar, consideration in any fonn to a County officer,
employee or agent for the purose of securng favorable treatment with respect to the
award of the Lease.

Landlord shall imediately report any attempt by a County officer,
employee or agent to solicit such improper consideration. The report shall be made either
to the County manager charged with the supervision of the employee or to the County
Auditor-Controller's Employee Fraud Hotline at (213) 974-0914 or (800) 544-6861.
Failure to report such solicitation may result in the landlord's submission being

eliminated from consideration.

(c) Landlord Assignent.

(i) Landlord may assign, transfer, mortgage, hypothecate or
encumber Landlord's right, title and interest in and to this Lease or any portion thereof
(including the right to receive rental payments but excluding its duties and obligations
hereunder), and Landlord may execute any and all instrents providing for the payment

of Base Rent directly to an assignee or transferee, but only if the conditions set forth in
ths Section are met.

(ii) Any document or agreement purorting to assign, transfer,
mortgage, hypothecate or encumber Landlord's right, title and interest in and to ths Lease
or any portion thereof, is hereinafter referred to as a "Securty Agreement." Any Securty
Agreement which is executed without full compliance with the requirements of ths
Section shall be void.

(iii) Each assignee or transferee under the Securty Agreement
shall certify and agree in writing that such assignee or transferee has read and is familiar
with the requirements of Sections 5950-5955 of the Californa Governent Code, which
prohibits the offer or sale of any securty constituting a fractional interest in this Lease or
any portion thereof, without the prior wrtten consent of the County.
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(iv) Violation by Landlord of the provisions of Section 5951 of
the California Governent Code wil constitute a material breach of this Lease, upon
which the County may impose damages in an amount equal to the greater of (a) $500,000
or (b) 10% of the aggregate principal portion of all rental payments payable by the
County during the entire Tenn of this Lease, it being expressly agreed that the aforesaid
amount shall be imposed as liquidated damages, and not as a forfeitue or penalty. It is
fuher specifically agreed that the aforesaid amount is presumed to be the amount of
damages sustained by reason of any such violation, because from the circumstances and
natue of the violation it would be impracticable and extremely difficult to fix actual
damages. In addition, the County may exercise or pursue any other right or remedy it
may have under this Lease or applicable law.

(v) Landlord shall give the County notice and a copy of each
Securty Agreement and any other instrent relating thereto (including, but not limited
to, instrments providing for the payment of Base Rent directly to an assignee or
transferee) at least two weeks prior to the effective date thereof.

(vi) Landlord shall not fush any infonnation concernng
County or the subject matter of this Lease (includig, but not limited to, offering
memoranda, financial statements, economic and demographic infonnation, and legal
opinions rendered by the office of counsel for the County) to any person or entity, except
with County's prior wrtten consent, which shall not be umeasonably withheld. Landlord
shall indemnfy, defend and hold County and its officers, agents and employees harless
from and against all claims and liabilty alleged to arse from the inaccuracy or

incompleteness of any infonnation fushed by Landlord in violation of this Section.

(vii) The provisions of this Section shall be binding upon and
applicable to the paries hereto and their respective successors and assigns. Whenever in
ths Section Landlord is referred to, such reference shall be deemed to include Landlord's
successors or assigns, and all covenants and agreements by or on behalf of Landlord
herein shall bind and apply to Landlord's successors and assigns whether so expressed or
not.

32. TAXS. (a) Landlord shall pay promptly all real property taxes,
assessments, and special assessments which may be levied or assessed against the
Business Park, Buildig or Premises durng the tenn of this Lease or any renewal or
holdover period, thereof.

(b) In the event Landlord fails or refuses to pay any or all taxes or
assessments when due, then Landlord shall have materially defaulted on ths provision of
the Lease and Tenant shall give Landlord at least th days' advance wrtten notice of
its intent to pay such taxes and/or assessments and deduct the respective payment amount
from futue rental payments as a charge against the Landlord.

(c) Tenant shall pay promptly any personal property taxes,
business taxes or special assessments levied against Tenant.
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33. IRVOCABLE OFFER. In consideration for the time and expense that
Tenant wil invest, including, but not limited to, prelimiary space plang, legal review,
and preparation and noticing for presentation to the Tenant Real Estate Management
Commission of Los Angeles County in reliance on Landlord's agreement to lease the
Premises to Tenant under the tenns of this Lease, Landlord irrevocably offers to enter
into this Lease and not to revoke this offer until the Irevocable Offer Expiration Date, as
defined in Section 1.

NOTICE: THIS SUBORDINATION, NON-DISTURBANCE AND ATTORNMENT
AGREEMENT RESULTS IN YOUR LEASEHOLD ESTATE BECOMING SUBJECT TO

A. Borrower owns certain real propert more particularly described in the
attached Exhibit A. The term "Propert" herein means that real propert together with all
improvements (the "Improvements") located on it.

B. Lender has made or agreed to make a loan to Borrower. The Loan is or
wil be secured by a deed of trust or mortgage encumbering the Propert (the "Deed of
Trust").

Tenant and Borrower (as "Landlord") entered into a lease dated

D. Tenant is willing to agree to subordinate certain of Tenant's rights under
the Lease to the lien of the Deed of Trust and to attorn to Lender on the terms and
conditions of this Agreement.
